scious to the floor.

grabbed the money and left, making 
their escape in a waiting automobile. 


The vault contained between $50,000 
and $75,000 in tax money, which the- 
ro<bbers did not get because of. Treasurer 
Forry's foresight in locking the s-ife 
after taking out the money to be UFed 
as change in the day's business. 
Treasurer Forry told the police that 
not a word was exchanged during the 
robbery.

They do not believe the "work will 
be ready for presentation for perhaps 
as much as another month. 
Mr. Clarke states it is necessary to

PREVENT BLINDNESS 


"A case tried in municipal court Mon- 


day brings to light the efforts being 
mtuU* by the 
state board of health 


thiough its 'prevention of blindness' 
department to reduce the number of 
persona who have to go through life 
deprived of their eyesight," says a 
statement issued by the health depart- 
merit.. 
The it-cords show that more than 25 


'per cent of the cases admitted to the 
state institution for the blind, have re- 
sulted from neglect of prompt and care- 
ful treatment of what is known as 'in- 
flamation of the eyes of the new born. 


"A recent state law requires physi- 


ckuia, nuree«, parents and any others 
having care of infants within two weeks 
of their birth, to report all cases of 
"inflamation, swelling or running of the 
eyes within six hours of discovery to 
the public health officer or commis- 
sioner and he, in turn, to the state board 
of health 
which 
promptly 
provides 


skilled nursing and care for the infant 
afflicted. 
"Failure of anyone having the care 


of the infant in such cases to report 
th«» case within six hours carries with 
it the penalty of a fine ranging from 
$50 to $100 for fu-st offense and »100 
to $300 for each subsequent offense.
